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An ordinance providing for prop- 
erty taxes in and for the City of 
Menlo Park and providing a system 
for the assessment, levy and collect- 
ion thereof, and further providing for 
the collection of Public Improvement 
Assessments and Assessments for 
tree planting, and for the abatement 
of weeds, and for other purposes in 
said city. 

The City Council of the City of 
Menlo Park do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. There shall annually be 
assessed, levied and collected in the 
City of Menlo Park, a tax upon the 
property within said city which tax, 
when collected, shall be paid into the 
treasury of said town as a revenue 
for general purposes. The fiscal yea: 
of said cityeshall commence on the 
first day of July, each year. 

Section 2. There shall annually be 
assessed, levied and collected in said 
city a tax upon the property within 
said city sufficient to pay the 
amount of principal and interest 
which may become due ,upon any 
bonds of said city prior to the col- 
lection of taxes for the next succeed- 
ing year, which taxes, when collected 
shall be paid into the treasury 0 
said city for the purpose of redeem- 
ing said bonds and paying the’ inter- 
est which is or may be due thereon. 

Section 3. ‘There shall annually be 
assessed, levied and collected in said 
city any ‘tax which may be required 
under the law for the maintenance of 
a public library in said city, or which 
may be required under any other law 
which may be in force and effect in 
said city, which tax, when collected, 
shall be paid into the treasury of 
said city and utilized for the main- 
tenance of such library, or for the 
purposes specified in any such other 
law. 

Section 4. There shall annually be 
levied and collected in such city the 
several installments of any assess- 
ment coming due or collectible dpr- 
ing the fiscal year covered by the as- 
sessment roll hereinafter provided for 
upon which bonds have been issued 
under the provisions of the certain 
Act of the Legislature of the State of 
California, designated the “Improve- 
ment Bond Act of 1915”, as amended, 
including in each case the interest 
due on such total unpaid assessments 
as provided in said bond act, and also 
including the percentage provided in 
satd bond act for the collection ol 


_such assessments, interest and penal- 


ties thereon. 

Section 5. There shall annually 
be assessed, levied and collected in 
said city upon the property therein 
any other amount or tax required to 
be assessed, levied or collected there- 
in and provided for under any law of 
the State of California or Ordinance 
of said city. ; 

Section 6. Between the first Monday 
in March and the first day of August 
of each’ year, the city assessor shall 
ascertain the names of all taxable in- 
habitants, and all the property in the 
City of Menlo Park subject to taxa- 
tion, except such as 18 required to be 
assessed iby the State Board of E.quali- 
zation, and, must assess such proper- 
ty to the person by whom it was 
owned’ or claimed or in whose pos- 
session or control it was, at 12 
o'clock Meridian on the first Monday 
in March next preceding, but no 
mistake in the names of the owner or 
supposed owner of the real property 
shallerender the assessment thereot 
invalid. In assessing solvent credits 
not seccred by a mortgage or trust 
deed on real estate, a deduction 
therefrom shall be made on debts due 
to bona fide residents of the state. 

Section 7. All taxable property 
shall be assessed at its full cash val- 
ue, and the manner of making such 
assessments and all conditions there- 
of shall be the same as 1s now pre- 
scribed in Sections 3627, 3627 (a) 
3627 yb), 3628 and 3629 of the Po 
litical Code. of the State of California, 
except as otherwise in this ordi- 
nance provided, and in Sections 4. la; 
qe. D2) 3-4,-° 2 _and 8 of 
Article 13. of the Constitution 
of the State of California, so far as 
same may consistently be made to 
apply to property and the assess~ 
ments thereof within the City of 
Menlo Park. ; 

TE ior 8, The City Council shall 
furnish .the assessor with blank 
forms of the statements to be made 
by persons to be assessed, which 
forms shall be so arranged as to show 
all property belonging to, Or claimed 
by, or in the possession, oF under the 
contro! of, or management of such 
person, .or any firm of. which such 
person is a member, and of all prop- 
erty belonging to or “claimed by, or 
the possession or under the control, 
or management of any corporation of 
which such person is president, sec- 
retary, cashier, or managing agent, 
an exact description of lots, blocks, 
or tracts or fractions or sub-divisions 
thereof, or by metes and bounds of

have been rectified. They shall have 
power to hear complaints, and to 
correct, modify, or strike out any as- 
sessment made by the assessor, and 
may, on their own motion raise any 
assessment, upon notice to the party 
whose assessment is to ibe raised.

Upon such hearing said 
council may direct a re-assessment of 
said property, and in the event of it 
so orderng such re-assessment the 
same shall be made and equalized by 
the same officers and boards as are 
prescribed by law or this ordinance 
for the assessment and equalization 
of property in said city. The as- 
sessment and equalized assessment of 
such property shall be entered on the 
several assessment rolls or books in 
the same manner that assessments of 
such property are or are required to 
be entered for the year or years for 
which such re-assessment shall be 
made, or the same may be entered in 
a special re-assessment roll as so di- 
rected by said board. After such re- 
assessment shall be returned to said 
council by the assessor, the said board 
shall appoint a day for hearing there- 
on and such time must be at least 
twenty days after the re-assessment 
is so returned. The clerk shall then 
advertise the time of such hearing be- 
fore said board by publishing a no- 
tice, for two insertions, in some news- 
paper designated by said council and 
published and circulated in said city, 
provided that if no newspaper be pub- 
lished or circulated therein then such 
notice shall be posted for two weeks 
en or near the council chamber door 
of said council and in two other pub- 
lic places in said city. At the time 
fixed for such hearing, or at such 
time or times to which the same may 
be thereafter adiourned, said board 
shall-meet and sit as a Board of 
Equalization. and may equalize the 
values shown on said roll and may 
revise, correct or modify such re-as- 
sessment or direct a new re-assess- 
ment to be made in such manner as 
is most equitable. When such re-as- 
sessment shall have been so revised, 
corrected or modified, or the amount 
thereof equalized so as to comply 
with the judgment of said council, said 
council shall pass a resolution. confirm- 
ing such re-assessment. Thereupon 
the same rates of taxation for the re- 
spective year for which the assess-j 
ment, for which re-assessment is 
made, shall be exended upon such 
roll, including any other amounts re- 
quired by law or this ordinance to 
be extended upon the original assess- 
ment roll, The amount of such taxes 
and amounts shall thereupon be col- 
lected in the same manner as pro- 
vided in this ordinance and after no- 
tices herein provided but without re- 
spect to the: years herein provided for 
the collection. of such taxes and 
amounts. 

Section 15. On the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday in September 
the City Council must, by order or 
resolution, fix the rate of taxation for 
the current year, and levy and as- 
sess the same upon and against the 
person and property named and de- 
scribed in said rolls, and shall there- 
upon return the assessment book to 
the clerk of said city. 

Section 16. As soon as the rate of 
taxation shall be fixed by the council, 
the clerk must proceed to compute 
and enter in a separate money col- 
umn in the assessment book, the re- 
spective sums, in dollars and cents, 
rejecting the fractions of a cent, to 
be paid as a tax on the property there 
in enumerated, segregate and place 
in the proper columns of the book the 
respective amounts due in install- 
ments, and foot up the column show- 
ing the total amount of such tax- 
es and the columns of the to- 
tal value of property in the citiy, 
as corrected under the direction © 
the Board of Equalization. He shall 
also enter therein any and all other 
sums and amounts which are to be 
collected on the assessment book dur- 
ing the current year, as provided by 
law or ordinance or order of said 
council. Said clerk shall thereupon, 
and on or before the fourth Monday 
in September, deliver to the tax col- 
lector the assessment book so com- 
pleted by him with an affidavit at- 
tached thereto substantially as fol- 
lows: iy Dap eee reer Sv m 
Clerk of the City of Menlo Park, do 
swear that I received the within as- 
sessment book of taxable property of 
the \City of Menlo Park with the affi- 
davit thereto; that I have reckoned the

Section 17. Every tax and every 
other sum and amounts to be collect- 
ed on such roll and which may be en- 
tered thereon has the effect of a judg- 
ment against the person charged and 
shall constitute a lien upon the re- 
spective property described therein 
opposite to which such tax, amount 
or sum has been entered; and such 
lien has the force and effect of an ex- 
ecution duly levied against all prop- 
erty of the delinquent owner, which 
judgment is not satisfied or the lien 
removed until such taxes, sums and 
amounts are paid, or the property 
duly sold for the payment thereof. 

Section 18. Upon receipt of the as- 
sessment book from the clerk, the tax 
collector shall tbe authorized to re- 
ceive all taxes assessed, levied or en- 
tered therein and all other sums an 
amounts to be collected thereon and 
entered therein, as provided by law 
or by ordinance or by order of said 
council.

paid, if any, with a description of the 
property assessed, and showing the 
fiscal year’ for which such tax is 
paid; provided that the receipt of the 
last installment of taxes may refer by 
number or any other intelligent man- 
ner to the receipt given for the first 
installment of taxes in lieu of a de- 
scription of the properey assessed. 

Section 22. On the first Monday in 
each month, the tax collector shall 
settle with the clerk for all moneys 
collected for the city, and shall pay 
the same to the treasurer; and on the 
same day the tax collector shall 
file a statement on oath with the 
clerk showing an account of all his 
transactions and receipts since his 
last settlement, which account must 
show the amount collected for each 
fund or purpose separately extended 
on the assessment book and further 
showings that all money collected by 
him zs tax collector has been so paid 
to the treasurer. 

Section 23. On the first Monday of 
December of each year at 6 o’clock, 
P M., all taxes and other sums and 
charges shown on the roll then un- 
paid, except the last installment of 
the real property taxes and other 
such sums and charges, are delin- 
quent, and thereafter the tax collect- 
or must collect, for the use of the 
city an additional fifteen per cent 
thereon; provided, that if they be not 
paid before the last Monday in April 
next succeeding, at 6 o'clock P. M., 
he shall collect an additional five per 
cent thereon. On the last Monday in 
April of each year at 6 o'clock P. M., 
all unpaid portions of the remaining 
one-half of the taxes on all real prop- 
erty and other sums and charges 
shown on the roll are delinquent, and 
thereafter the tax collector must col- 
lect, for the use of the city an ad- 
ditional five per cent thereon; provid- 
ed, that the entire tax on any real 
property and other such sums and 
charges, may be paid at the time the 
first installment, as above provided, 
is due and payable; and provided fur- 
ther, that the taxes on all personal 
property unsecured by real property 
shall be due and payable immediate- 


ly after the assessment of said per- 


sonal property is made. 

Section 24. On the third Monday 
in December of each year, the tax 
collector must attend at the office of 
the clerk with the assessment book, 
having all items of taxes and other 
sums and charges collected marked 
“paid” The clerk shall thareupon 
compute and enter against all items 
of taxes and other such sums and 
charges due and unpaid the penalties 
of delinquency hereinbefore set forth,

The 
clerk must carefully compare the list 
with the assessment book, and if sat- 
isfied that it contains a full and true 
statement of all taxes and other 
charges due and unpaid, he must foot 
up the total amount of taxes and 
other charges so remaining tnpaid, 
credit the tax collector, who acted un- 
der it, therewith and make a final 
settlement with him of all taxes and 
other sums charged against him on 
the assessment book, and must re- 
quire from him a treasurer’s receipt, 
or if the treasurer is the clerk, re- 
quire from him an immediate account 
for any existing deficiency. After set- 
tlement with the tax collector, as 
prescribed in the preceding section, 
the clerk must charge the tax collec- 
tor, then acting, with the amount due 
on the delinquent tax list, with the 
penalty or penalties added thereto, 
and within three (3) days thereafter, 
deliver. the list duly certified to the 
said tax collector. 

Section 26. On or before the eighth 
day in June of each year, the tax col- 
lector shall publish a delinquent list, 
which shall contain the names of the 
persons and a description’ of the 


the said delinquent list, a notice that, 
unless the taxes and charges dedlin- 
quent, together with the costs and 
penalties, are paid, the real property 
upon which such amounts are a lien, 
will be sold to the City of Menlo 
Park. The publication shall be made 
once a week for three successive 
weeks, in some newspaper publshed 
and circulated in the city and shall 
designate the time and place of sale, 
which shall not be less than twenty- 
one (21) nor more than twenty-eight 
(28) days from and after the first 
publication, and the place shall be in 
the tax collector’s office in the city. 

Section 27. The tax collector shall, 
as soon as he shall have made and 
completed the publication aforesaid, 
Ale with the city clerk a copy of the , 
publication with an affidavit attach- 
ed thereto, that it is a true copy ot 
the same, and that the publication 
was made in a newspaper, stating its 
name and place of publication and 
the date of each appearance, or stat- 
ing the time and places of posting, if 
any, aud such affidavit shall be pri- 
mary evidence of all of the facts 
stated therein. 

Section 28. The tax collector shall 
collect, in addition to the amounts 
due on the delinquent list, together 
with the penalties for delinquency, 
fifty cents on each lost, piece or tract 
of land separately assessed, and on 
each assessment of personal proper- 
ty, which money shall be paid into 
the general funds of the citiy. 

Section 29. On the day and hour 
fixed for the sale, all the property de- 
linquent, upon which the taxes and 
charees of all kinds, penalties, and 
costs have not been paid, shall by op- 
eration of law and the declaration of 
the tax collector, be sold to the City 
of Menlo Park, and the tax collector 
shall make an entry, “Sold to the City 
of Menlo Park” on_ the delin- 
quent assessment list opposite the 
tax, and he shall be credited with the 
amount thereof in his settlement 
made with the clerk; provided, that 
on the day of sale the owner or per- 
son in possession of any property of- 
fered for sale for taxes or charges | 
due thereon, may pay the taxes, 
charges penalties and costs due 
and provided further, that the City of 
Menlo Park may bring suit against 
the owner of said property for the 
collection of said tax or taxes, 
charges, penalties and costs. 

The provisions of Section 3680 of 
the Political Code of the State of 
California are adopted herein and 
shall apply to property so sold. 

Section 30. The tax collector shall 
thereupon issue, in duplicate, a cer- 
tificate of sale, wherein shall be set 
forth a description of the property So 
sold to the City, the name of the 
person assessed, if known, the date 
of sale, and the amount for which 
such property was sold. Such certi- 
ficate may be made in one document 
as to all of the property sold at the 
lay of the sale, or ibe made in sever- 
al documents, covering one or more 
separate items shown on the delin- 
quent tax list.

TO DECOY TRUSTFUL CONTRIBUTORS 


Investigations of Various Schemes for Defrauding Public 
Out of Money Disclosed by Bankers Association— 
Many Kinds of Fake Industrial Promo- 
tions Used as Bait. 


By W. R. MOREHOUSE

ILLIONS of dollars raised under the disguise of charity go 
to line the pockets of promoters. Ticket sales on raffles are 
commonly used, and while the loss to any one person who buys 
a ticket is small the aggregate loss.for the 
United States runs into millions of dollars. 
Usually the promoters of these schemes first 
make a contract with some charitable insti- 
tution to conduct a campaign for funds on 
behalf of the institution. They are to run 
the campaign in the name of the institution 
and share the proceeds. The whole scheme 
is often one of deception. To those whc 
have been led to believe that their contribu- 
tions go practically 100 per cent to charity, 
the following case we investigated should 
prove illuminating. 

A number of promoters recently contract- 
ed with a charitable institution to put on a 
campaign to raise funds by the raffle of a 
new automobile. So far as the public could 

: tell from the banners used in displaying the 
MME 2 tomobile, the full amount of the sale price 
WR. MOREHOUSE of the tickets went to the institution. 
was nothing to convey any other impression. Apparently it 
was open and above board and was being conducted by men 
who were contributing their time gratuitously. 

For several daya a new automobile, ¢ 
mounted on a truck, was driven up 
and down the streets, with banners 
telling about the drive for funds for 
the charitable institution. One day 
the truck would go by displaying one 
of the popular makes of automobiles. 
A few days later it would Parade by 
displaying some other popular make. 
Periodically the truck would pull into 
the curb where it would park for sev- 
eral hours while the promoters plead- 
ed with passers-by to take tickets on 
the raffle and thereby help a deserving 
charitable institution to meet its bills. 


Thousands “Touched” 


Thousands of people, touched by the 
appeal for help, bought tickets, the 
total sale running into the thousands 
of dollars. Contrary to the belief of 
the ticket buyers their contributions 
did not go 100 per cent to charity. 
Instead the charitable institution re- 
ceived but 26 cents on the dollar, the |. 
promoters getting 52 cents on the 
dollar as their net profit, or twice the 
amount received by charity, while the 
remainder of 22 cents on each dollar 
represented the amount charged 
against gross sales by the promoters 
as expenses. 

In other words, every person who 
bought a 50 cent ticket for the sake 
of charity, contributed but 13 cents to 
charity and 37 cents to those promot- 
ing the scheme. Whether you give 
to charity or make an investment it 
will pay you to get the facts! 

Unfortunately there fs a general] im- 
pression abroad that wildcat promo- 
tions are confined to oil, mining and 
hew inventions. The truth is, many 
stock selling promotions are operated 
under the name of other industries. 

False Claims 
A certain group of promoters in- 
vestigated offered for sale stock ina 
Proposed woolen mill. In order to sell 
the stock they resorted to the use of 
misrepresentation and false claima. 
After renting space on the ground 
floor of an office building fronting 
on a busy street they began their cam- 
vaign. Orally and by printed adver- 
ements extravagant claims were 
le for the proposed corporation 

h were grossly false. 


[t was claimed that the promotior 
had the support of the Chamber ot 
Commerce, but it did not have any 
such an endorsement. It was claimec 
that the corporation had a signed con 
tract for the sale of millions of dollars 
worth of its products—orders enough 
to keep the mills running day and 
night for many years and accordingly 
insure its success, but all that it had 
was a valueless fake agreement. 

It was claimed by two of the prin 
cipal promoters that they had had 
many years of experience in the manu 
facture of woolens,—in fact had or 
ganized and financed a woolen mill 
which is the largest in the United 
States. The facts were these two pro

moters had not been connected witb 
any mills for over twenty years and 
they had attempted at different timea 
to promote mills, all of which had 
failed. One of the promoters repre 
sented that formerly he was president 
and general manager of one of the 
largest woolen mills in Canada. The 
fact was the mill referred to had gone 
into bankruptcy and he had been care 
taker of the plant. 4% 

This story of misrepresentation can 
be duplicated in practically the whole 
industrial field, and because our in 
dustries are being exploited with in 
tent to defraud, it behooves every in 
vestor to investigate carefully. He 
should consult his banker before draw 
ing his savings out and losin: them 
on some wildcat investment,
